the plant growth above ground, being annca!, 
and the roota triennial, running sometimes into 
perenuial habite, producing fair crops for ten 
years spontaneously, But the general practice 
is to crop three years, and then replant. The 
aversge height of the plant when fit for cutting 
ig about three feet—-in eppearance resembling 
nearest the common “ sweet clover’ of our gar- 
dena, growing «quite as straggling and unsym- 
metrical. 

The planting ie mostly done in November, the 
land having firat been carefully cleaned of all 
weeds and divided by shailow drills about three 
inches deep and twenty apart, the drilis being 
ecooped out with acurious crooked stick feshion- 
ed into an awkward crores between a hand- 
plough, sugar ccoop and wooden hoe, with a 
long handle, dragged alorg by hand, and two 
tun: and repeat complete a furrow. The 
seeds are dropped by hand, the intention being 
to guage thera about a foot apart, boys and gir's

ing the seeda en inch in depth, more or lows. Aj 


bushel of seed ia sufficient to plant about five 
ccres, During the season of growth the culti 
vation ie thorouzh and almost continual, all 
weeds being carefully removed, as any foreign 
plante cut with the Indigo would greatly injure 
the quality. 

Tue plants come to p-riection for cutting in 
from two to three months after planting, the 
proper season being indicated by a dark-green 
powder or farina covering all the foliage and 
stems. At this stage the plants are cut, ueually 
from four to five inches above the ground, 
leaving two or three of the lower branches with 
the stubble, which are called “ ratoove.”” These 
will yield a eecond crop fit for cutting in about 
six weeks after the first comes off. The firet 
year’s crop ia usualiy light, those of the second 
and third years maximum, after which the yield 
as a rule falle off gradually, though, as I have 
said, there are instances where good yields are 
given up to the tenth year, but these are rare 
exceptions, 

The plants are bourd in small Lundies a4 faet 
as ont, and at once closely packed in vate of 
stone made water-tight, weighted down with 
bamboo covers loaded with stone, and pure soft 
water let on, enough to submerge the whole 
stowege. The eteeping process lasta from Fix 
to twonty-four hours, according to the condition 
of the plant and its readiness to give up ita 
blue. The average time ia probably about fifteen 
hours. This is determined by the color of the 
water, which, if all right, will be a brizht, beau- 
tiful pea green, Then, without disturbing the 
stowage the water is drawn cif into a lower vat 
called the golpendorv, around which men, wo 
men, giris, and boys assemble, each armed with 
@ long-bandled, wooden epatula, with which fall- 
ing to upon the green eclaticn, belaboring it 
with all their might, in a little time they actually 
beat i Toen the focus, or coloring pric- 
ciple begins to curdle, and se ara'ing from tre 
Waler gradually subsdes, s-utirg over the bot 
tom of the vat in a deposit very like viry blue, 
soft clay. The clear water it then carefully 
drawn off, and as it possesses, or holds fp ro!v- 
tion all the fertilizieg properties coptained in 
the Indigo plant, it is carefully saved to irrigate 
and fert) ize other crops. 

Toe blue sediment soon granulates after eet 
ving to the bottom cf the vat, when it ia put 
into wide, 'oose bage and dried in theeun. Beicg 
thoroughly dried, it is cirefully assorted and 
put up in green hide sacka or cerons bolaing 
ahout an eurcha of thirty-two pounce each. Tre 
green Lidee beiog packed fall and securely fu t- 
ened with stout thongs, their great shrinkage in 
drying bardene the lacizo bags almos: as solid 
as a block of granite 

The plant after having undergone ¢' 
ing proc~es must be burved as suon ae it can be 
made suffi sientiy dry, otherwise in its rapid ce 
compocition it emits euch en offensive, putrid 
stench, that death by plague might otherwise 
tuperveoe, Besides, in its decrying state it ge- 
herats the pest ferous “Indigo fly,” inimical 
alike to map, beast, and vegetation, in such 
covntlees miihons, that in the aggregate their 
bulk @oold almost equal that of the plant pile 
iteelf. Tne average yield will net vary much 
fom five cerons to the mansan:z —e jnivalent to

These people are ciever artieta in pueumatics 
and hydraulics too. Irrigation ia everywhere 
resorted to as a fertilising agency, and while the 
various means of lifting the water from the 
streams that traverse the valley are exhibitions 
of great ingenuity, their reservoirs, viaducts, 
and water courses, branching out from the 
fountain head, and in their serpentine ramifica- 
tions diminishing a regularly as the blood 
channels of the human system aa they run 
more remote from the source of supply, afford 
evidence of no mean skill in cngineering. 
The wind-mifl is the firet and favorite power 
for water raising, as also for several other use- 
fal purpoees, and in the construction of these, 
which are numerous along every stream, of 
many different patterns and constructed mainly 
of bamboo, the wind-mill wrights of the An- 
Gean valley might probably afford the mill 
builders of more civilized countries some vaiu 
able binte. 
The most common method of raising water

third, being the lesser power, and reversed, 
lift up the water. lamps they have nleo, in 
several varieties, simple and compound in ac 
tion, and many among them very efficient; but 
the most interesting of their water worke is a 
sort of hydraniic ram, varied something from 
Mongolfiera, or any of ita recent modifications, 
but baving the principle the same we guessed 
from the monotonour, regular «/und chuck con 
tinually going on down under ground and die- 
tinctly audible a quaséer of a mile distant.

“Like the baseless fabric of a vision,” 


and jo! we find ourrelves standing, as specta. 
tore of the olden time, before a little quiet, rustic 
village, which, with careless ease and indepen 
denoe, has nestled itself among the hills and 
creeka that overlook the placid Delaware. 

In that little, quiet village, with ita sober and 
qaaintly-dresaed inhabitants—our Philadelphia 
of tho olden time-——one hundred and forty-seven 
years ago today—thia day we celebrate—more 
than half a century before the thunders of the 
Revolution that made us a nation of freemen— 
Andrew Bradford sent forth, with fear and 
trembling, to eager, curious eyes, the first 
printed journal ever issued within the limits of 
Feanaptvente, and the third within these then 
British Colonies. It waea amall, yellow, dingy, 
half sheet of foolseap tice, and seemed to have 
a shrinking, frightened look, aa if not well over 
the acare of coming through the rough handa of 
the printer's devil. It wae not a loquacious 
sheet. It had little to communicate beyond the 
fact of its own birth and exiatenoe, and appeared 
to be quite as much astonished as any of the in- 
habitanta at finding itself thrust forward as a 
newspaper pioneer. It was a seven, if not « 
nine days’ wonder, and conatituted its projector 
the great father, if not the grandfather, of Penn- 
sylvania journalien. 

In the pride of hia heart, Andrew Bradford 
gave hia dingy little bantling the high sounding 
title of 7// Weedly Mercury; but ie 
no more resembled its nameeake, the brilliant 
and winged messenger of the gods, than the 
empty pockets of Lazarua did the gold heaps of 
Croesus; and yet, mean and insignificant as it 
appeared, it was the beginning of a great reault 
—the beginning of a power which has made it 
self jelt to the ultermoet ends of the earth; a 
power which hae made the thrones of tyrante 
tremble; a power before which that of the fabled 
god was as u breath toa whirlwind. It was the 
first glimmering epark of a glorious constella- 
tion ! 

Ab! what a thing ia futurity! Could we look 
forward into the future, aa back into the past, 
what strange emotions would semetimes be 
awakened. ‘ould Andrew Bradford, then and 
there, have cast his vision forward, down the 
@tream of time, for a century and a half, and 
seen the palatial structures we have reared, on 
the eelf-ame eoil, for the prosecution of his 
craft——with their beautiful, complicated and 
ponderous machinery—‘urned by the strong, 
untiring arm of steam—-roaring, ruinbling, clat- 
tering, and flinging of! thousands, and tens of 
thousands, and millions of printed journals for 
an eagerly anxious and expectant people—be 
would have blushed for his puny press, wre(ch- 
ed types and miserable sheet; and yet his heart 
would have awelled with pride at the thonght 
that he had been the first in the field, that he 
was the father and founder of lennaylvania 
Journaliem, and by this act had made his name 
immortal ! 

For years Andrew Iradtord stood alone as 
the only journalist within the limits of I’enn 
sylvamia, and then be one day found himuelf 
confronted with «a formidable rival in that won 
derful man whowe fame is aa broad aa civilize 
tion and enduring aa time; that great practical 
genius who tiret shook hands with the light 
nings of Heaven and defied the thundera of 
Jove, that beloved patriot and etateeman whom 
we all delight to honor —Berjamin Franklin 
The progress of early journaliam was #o slow 
in Pennevivania that for many yeara [bradford 
and Franklin stood alone na rivals, and even a!

peel, one teacupful of brandy, two tableeyoons- 
ful of orange marmalade.
